Lucius Fairchild, who was chosen at 
San Francisco to succeed General S. 8. 
Burdette as commander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, was born at 
Franklin Mills, Portage county, Ohio, 
Dec. 27, 1831. At an early age he 
went to Cleveland and resided there 
until 1846, when he went to Wiscon- 
‘Bin, settling in Madison. In 1849 he 


went by the overland route to Califor- 
nia, staying there until 1855, when he 
returned to Madison. In 1858 he was 
elected, as a Democrat, clerk of the 
Circuit Court of his county. In 1861 
he enlisted as a private in the Gov- 
ernor’s Guard of Madison, and went 
out with the three months mea. He 
was made Captain of his company and 
scon after refused the Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy, offered him by Governor 
Randall, feeling bimself incompetent 
to fillit. In August, 1861, he was ap- 

nted by President Lincoln as Cap- 
tain of the 16th regulars, and at about 
the same time Major in the 2d Wiscon- 
sin Infantry by Governor Randall. He 
accepted both positions and obtained 
leave of absence to serve in the volun- 
teer regiment. Shortly afterward he 
was made Lieutenapt-Colonel, aud as 
his superior officer was 1n 111 health he 
really commanded the regiment most 
of the time. His regiment formed part 
of the “Iron Brigade” which did such 
effective work before Chancellorsville. 
On May 3d, 1863, he was made staff 
officer under General Wadsworth. At 
Gettysburg, during the first day’s fight- 
ing, Wisconsin lost 116 out of 300 
men engaged, and there Colonel Fair- 
child fell with his left arm so badly 
shattered that amputation near the 
shoulder became necessary. After his 
recovery he was nominated for Secre- 
tary of State by the Union Convention 
of Wisconsin, and resigned his position 
as Brigadier-General, to which be had 
in the meantime been appointed, to 
make the eanvass. He was elected. In 
1865 he was nominated for and elected 
Governor, in 1867 and 1869 he was re- 
eiected. In 1872 he was made Consul 
at Liverpool, serving until 1878, when 
he was mede Consul-General for 
Frence. In 1880 he was made Minis- 
ter to Spain. In 1882 he resigned his 
post and returned to Madison, and was 
received by his fellow citizens with an 
outburst of the greatest enthusiasm. 
Siace then he has devoted his time to 
his family affairs and the education of 
his children.

Gen. Neal Dow, the prominent prohibi- 
tion leader, and ardent advocate of total 


abstinence, was born in Portland, Me., | O 


in 1803, of genuine old Quaker stock. 
The decree generally known as the 
„Maine law, which prohibits, under 
stringent penalties, the sale of all in- 
toxicating liquors, was passed while he 
was a member of the State Legislature, 
and mostly through his 
mentality. He was elected Mayor 
of Portland, and after faith- 
fully fuifilling his term of office 
was re-elected to the same honorary 
position. He at one time served as 
Brigadier-General of volunteers, com- 
manding in the Department of the 
Gulf. General Dow is classed among 
the most persistent prohibition advo- 
cates known, eyen in Maine, that home 
of severe temperance rigidity. He de- 
olares himself as desirous of maintain 
ing his prohibition idea even at the risk 
of defeating the Republican party, if 
they will not sustain it. Heretofore 
the Republicans have generally 
voted for it, aud the Dem- 
oorats against it. It is stated that Mr. 
Dow is so much in earnest that he will 
simply disown all polittcal friends wbo 
are against his plans. The promises of 
the R: publican party to place the ques- 
tion squarely before the public has been 
brokeb, and the Prohibitionists are 
going to teach them a lesson, as they 
intend running their own candidates 
regardless of assistance or promises 
from any other party. Ino a temperance 
lecture delivered in Maine in the latter 
part of July, Gen. Dow made a very rad- 
ical speech, which was enthusiastically 
applauded by a multitude of attentive 
Auditors. He assailed the Republican 
party in bitter terms, which, however, 
elicited no response from among the 
prominent Republicans presents It 
was not his political intention to have 
the meeting assume a political turn, but 
many parts of speech were so clearly 
directed towards Mr. Blaine that his 
hearers knew whom he meant without 
having heard the name of Mr, Blaine 
mentioned.

About ten years 
ago, in Kansas, I was called to see a 
merchaat’s horse which had just come 
in from a drive of eighty miles, and, on 
going to the barn to lead him to water 
the first morning after his return, the 
owner found him swollen in his right 
hough and quite lame. I examined 
the horse and found the submaxillary 
slightly enlarged, and hot and tender. 
I then took the temperature of the 
horse’s body and Hound it to be 103. 
Nerdratug to the store, I said to the 
owner: I find your horse in à very 
serious condition, and unless he has 
prompt and thorough treatment you 
will lose him.“ | 
He laughed and said to his hired 
man: Go and get a bottle of Mus- 
tang liniment and put on that horse’s 
” 


II ͤ one week he came to me again, 
looking serious, and requested me to 
go again and see the horse. I laughed 
and said to him: Has your Mustang 
liniment given out?“ He answered: 
„Go to the show-case and get you a 
good cigar and go and see the horse 
and do for him whatever he requires.“ 
I went, and found him discharging 
from both nostrils, with tumors in va- 
rious places on his limbs which were 
discharging a thick, sticky, glanderous 
matter, the horse being the most ab- 
ject, pitiful and emaciated animal I 
ever saw. It was a clear case of acute 
glanders of the most viruient kind. I 
instructed him to kill the horse and 
disinfect the stable, which he did with- 
out delay. | 
Sometimes no swelling of the limbs, 
or tumors, or external sores are to be 
seen, but a slight cough and scant 
discharge from the left nostril, with 
but little swelling of the maxillary 
gland, and you have a case of pulmo- 
‘mary glanders with tubercles on the 
lungs like a case of consumption. This 
form of glanders generally runs from 
one to four months. Sometimes tumors 
about the size of hickory nuts appear 
on the fore legs or hind legs, or on the 
neck or body. These break and dis- 
charge a sticky matter which dries 
like glue, causing the hair to stick to- 
ether in bunches for some time and 
ally the whole clot falls off, the hair 
coming out by the roots, showing a 
rotten condition of the hide. The 
gland between the jaws is considerably 
swollen and the disease generally runs 
its course in a few weeks. These symp- 
toms are more common among low- 
bred horses and mules, especially in 
low lands and in the middle States. 
In California glanders is very com- 
plex in its appearance, frequently 
making its first appearance by a 
swelled neck, or head, or leg, accom- 
omni with extreme nervous jerking, 
eat and great sensitiveness.

A prevailing symptom is a light yel- 
lowish red streak on the upper side of 
the nasal membrane. together with 
what appears to be a small speck of 
pus near the center of the inner side of 
the membrane about two and a half 
inches from the end and near the lower 
end. of the light streak.

| Fruit in tne Early Days. 

A correspondent of the Irving Ro- 
porter gives the following interesting 
account of fruit prices in the fifties: 
The San Francisco market report 
quotes apples at forty and sixty-five 

ents per box. Upon reading this, my 
mind reverts to a time when apples 
sold for more money. In 1854 I was 
employed in the fruit store of George 
Hugkes,/in the old Niantic Hotel 
‘building, which was erected over the 
hulk “Niantic,” which in 1850 was 
hauied up on the beach at the corner 
of Clay and Sansome streets. Fruits 
of many kinds were sold there at 
prices u little higher than those now 
ruling. We sliced .watermelons and 
muskmelons, and set them on tables 
and retailed them at a bit a slice. They 
were ea ten and relished in a very dem- 
ocratic manner by the merchant, poli- 
tician (the Niantic being a sort of a 
political headquarters); the laborer 
and others, There were pears from 
the Santa Clara Mission orchard; 
grapes from Saa Diego and Los An 
geles, of which steamers brought full 
loads, They were packed in sawdust 
and arrived in finecondition. Oranges

his course, while politicians openly pro- 
claimed that it indicated sympathy with 
Johnson’s policy. Grant remained 
silent under the unmerited reproach, 
and continued, as far as he was able, to 
carry out the will of those who thought 
he was opposing them. He made stren- 
uous efforts to indace the President to 
retain the other district commanders at 
their posts, but Sickles was soon re- 
lieved by Canby, and Pope by Meade; 
both for the same political reasons 
which has brought about the removal of 
Stanton and Sheridan. The two offi. 
cers who were substituted, however, 
were thoroughly imbued with the feel- 
ing of their predecessors and of Grant. 
They all believed the law paramount to 
the will of any one man, aud proceeded 
tO execute the law in thespirit in which 
it had been conceived. 
Hancock, who followed Sheridan, was 
the only one who took a different stand. 
He did allin his power to thwart the 
Congressional policy and support the 
President. He issued proclamations in 
direct contradiction of the spirit of the 
Reconstruction measures, revoked im- 
portant orders of Sheridan that had been 


approved by Grant, and defied the pop- 


ular feeling of the North. Grant re- 
diy overruled him, though the 
resident made every effort to uphold 
him; but the laws had by this time bsen 
go contrived that there was no possibili- 
ty of frustrating their intention if Graut 
exercised his full authority; and this he 
did not hesitate to do. Hancock in a 
few months asked to be relieved, and 
his request was granted. , 

The struggle with the President, how 
ever, continued; Johnson lost no oppor- 
tunity to control events and maintain 
his own authority in opposition to that 
of Congress, and Grant steadily pursued 
his task of carrying out the Reconstruc 
tion measures as the recognized law of 
the land, | 
All this while, as Secretary of War, 
Grant was obliged to attend Cabinet 
meetings and was frequently present at 
discussions and arrangements, the pur- 
pose and tenor of which he entirely 
disaproved. This finally became so dis- 
agreeable to him that he requested the 
President to excuse him from the purely 

political duties of a member of the 
Gevernment. He represented that as 
an officer of the army he might 
be called upon to serve uader 
different Presidents holding opposite 
views, and although he was always 
ready to obey legal orders or execute 
legal measures, it was not his duty to 
cohcert policies or assist in the arrange- 
ment of partisan plans. He was hardly, 
he said, a civil minister at all; he had 
not been confirmed by the Senate, aud 
was only holding office until the reas- 
sembling of Congress enabled the Presi- 
dent to nominate a permanent suc- 
cessor. 

Johnson, with his usual policy, paid 
no attention to these requests and con- 
tinued in Grant’s presence the discus- 
sions to which he was averse, so that 
Grant might seem to sanction what he 
heard. Finally Grant determined not 
to be entangled and committed in this 
Way against his will. He attended the 
meetings to which he was summoned. 
submitted the papera that required ,the 
concurrence of his colleagues or the ap- 
proval of the Prosident, and retired as 
soon as the business of detail was trans- 
acted; thus plainly indicating to the Ad 
midistration that he was not in harmony 
with its general views and would not be 
identified with its schemes. 

i It is proper to state here that when I 

relate what occurred in Cabinet meet- 
| ings, or make other declarations of 
Grant’s action that could only be 


these occurrences I wrote out au ac- 
count of them, especially of Grant's re- 
lations with Johnson, which he read 
and sanctioned, and which he knew was 
oing to be given to the world. This is 
fie foundation and proof of much that 
I am now publishing. 
But although he was often obliged to 
dissent in terms from what was pro- 
posed in Oabinet, he did this as seldom 
and as inoffensively as possible. He was 
a man who never sought a quarrel, and 
it sometimes required downright ill- 
treatment to provoke bim. He was
